Sonora state officials, headed by Gov-- 1

ernor Adolfo de la Iluerta, governor of
Sonora, who has been proclaimed "su-
preme power of the republic of Sonora"
byTthe state congress, declared yester-
day while the state had seceded. It would
return to the Mexican republic upon
guarantees from the national adminis-
tration that they would be no infringe-
ment, of the state's rights by the federal
government.

The secession, nrcording to the off-

icials, was brought about by Carranza
'ordering federal troops into the state.
They said the next move was up to Car-
ranza. Unless he acts, political leaders
of Sonora said, the new republic would

i defy the Mexican federal government
. and resist with armed forces any at-

tempt of Carranza to take back the
,tat by force.

General I'cllas Calles, former gov-

ernor .of Sonora, and who recently re-
signed from the Carranza cabinet, has

S been made supreme military commander
of the state's military forces. ('alios
lias issued a proclamation calling for
volunteers and calling on nil soldiers in
the state to rally uguinxt any threatened
invasion by Carranza forces.

Spread of the secevion movement to
Other states unless the Mexican Govern-
ment acts quickly wns foreciiKt here yes-

terday. The Sinnloa state congress, ac
cording to iniormnunn rcciveu nerc,
has Indorsed the Hction of the Sonorn

in demanding constitutional
rights, and Lower California, accord-
ing to these reports, is expected to do
tho same. Sinaloa politics are closely
interwoven with S'onora's and both
states are largely controlled by General
Alvaro Obregon.
